23 "citizen's academy experience." (p. 35, Exhibitll16d) He Indicated that there wa , no 

24 "training function" connected to his work as a special prosecutor, but rather it was 

25 "strictly a PR thing." When asked if the Sheriff asked Hendershott to set it up because 

26 Goldman was a contributor or because Goldman was a special prosecutor, or some 

27 other reason, Hendershott's response was as follows. 
28 

29 A- No, I think Goldman hit the Sheriff up because they both live in Fountain 

30 Hills and he hit him up and he just said oh I'd really like to do this and the Sherift 

31 said hey you know Dave, you know take Goldman out he wants to ride in the 

32 helicopter and he wants to go shoot at the range, okay so okay I did and there s 

33 just nothing wrong with it. (p. 35, Exhibit II16d) 

35 When asked whether Hendershott had made the arrangements because Goldman was 

36 a contributor to Sheriffs campaign, he was a special prosecutor, or for some othe 

37 reason, Hendershott's response was, "the Sheriff asked me to do it. (p. 36, Exhibit 

38 Il16d)
